If he had attacked Richmond 
just at that time, early in Aug ust, 1802, 
it could have been taken, most likely, for Lee 
had well nigh stripped it of defenders to send 
men ag ainst Pojx: in Northern Virginia. 
But at tho very time McClellan was g iving 
orders to advance on Richmond, Halleek sent 
him a peremptory command to quit the 
peninsula with his army and prepare to co- 
ofwrate with I’ope. 
Nothing was left but to

A lter the battle of Autietam, Sept. 17, 
lH>2, there was an interval of doing nothing. 
McClellan distributed his army along tho 
Maryland side of the Potomac, watching its 
fords. 
Ib* evidently thoug ht the used up 
army of Lee might attempt another invasion 
of Maryland.
